The announcement contained in Bar- 
rett’s brief statement to the State De- 


treaty between China and this couf- 
try. It was stipulated as one of the 
features of the peace agreement be- 
tween China and the foreign powers 
at the close of the Boxer outbreak that 
an entirely new fabric to trade treaties 
should be made. This carried out the 
purpose Secretary Hay had maintained 
throughout the preceding negotiations 
for an “open door,” the desire being 
to open up foreign communications 
with the interior of China and thus 
gain access to the vast markets of 
the empire. 

Following the con}tusion of the peace 
arrangements, Barrett was selected to 
carry on the tariff negotiations in be- 
half of the United States. This se- 
lection was due to his long familiarity 
with tariff affairs, as he had assisted 
in the framing of recent tariff legisla- 
tion before Congress and had also 
served as one of the general appraisers 
of New York/ He went to China about 
a year ago, and has since been en- 
gaged in working out the details of a 
tariff agreement. 
as announced about a month ago 
that British commissioners had con- 
cluded a tariff treaty with China, and 
it was understood at that time that 
the British treaty would serve as a 
basis for similar treaties with the 
United States and other foreign coun- 
tries. The State Department was ad- 
vised at the time that the rates of 
imports entering China were 12% per 
cent. and the export duties 7% per cent. 
One of the most important provisions 
of the British-China treaty was that 
abolishing the likin tax. It is pre- 
sumed that similar rates are made in 
the American treaty and that the likin

THAN BLIND. 


Gee Wah Ends His Pain 

and Fear. 

Prominent Chinese Dies 
a Suicide.

Opium When Alone — High 
in Celestial Masonry. 


Suffering great pain from inflamma- 
tion of the eyes and fearing total blind- 
ness, Gee Wah, a prominent China- 
man, high in Celestial Masonry, swal- 
lowed a small teacupful 
opium last night and ended his pain 
by death. The deed was committed in 
his handsomely-furnished quarters at 
No. 42444 Nigger Alley. The body was 
discovered about 10:30 o'clock last 
night by other Chinamen who had 
called to nurse the sick man 
the night. The corpse was still warm. 
and death had not occurred more than 
an hour before. 

Wah was about 40 years of age and 
was a well-known character about 
Chinatown. He was possessed at one 
time of considerable means and did 
little work, spending most of his time 
at the Chinese Masonic Temple on 


became ill and although he recovered, 
his eyes Leame weak and finally so 
much inflamed that it was almost im- 
possible for him to see. The Chinese 
Masons took good care of him, even 
hiring a boy to stay with him and lead 
him about the narrow alleys in which, 
throughout the day, there is heavy 
traffic. He was treated first by Chi- 
nese doctors, and then an expert 
American oculist was engageu to treat 
his eyes, but the treatment did not ap- 
pear to be successful. The pain was 
constant and very severe and it was 
almost impossible for the man to 
sleep. 

Yesterday afternoon he was led to 
his room and dismissed the boy, say- 
ing he would try to sleep. The last 
seen of him alive he was lying on his 
bed groaning on account of the n in 
his Last night when the two 
Chin nurses entered the room they 
found his body upon the bed. Beside 
it was a small teacup such as the Chi- 
nese keep in their rooms for tea drink- 
ing. It had been almost filled with 
crude opium, and Wah had eaten all 
of its contents with a spoon. He must 
have taken several ounces of the poi- 
son. On' his face and lips were 
smeared part of the contents of the 
cup, and his mouth was full of it. 

The Chinamen who found the body 
gave the alarm and Patrolman Sheets 
responded. He notified the Coroner, 
and by his orders the body was re- 
moves to Garrett's undertaking estab- 
lishment on North Main street. On 
the body was found the solid silver 
badge of the Chinese Masonic order, 
and a certificate showing that he had 
once held high office in that order. He 
was clad in fine clothes, having 
dressed himself in his best attire be- 
fore taking the dose which reiueved 
his pain and ended his life: Wah had 
no family in this country, and the Chi- 
nese with whom he had long associated 
do not know whether or not he had a 
family in China. |

Mr. Nelson is 
the father ot the codperative town of 
Le Claire, Mos in the suburbs of St. 
Louis, which is said to be very suc- 
cessful. 

Speaking of the cojperative work of 
the world, Mr. Nelson says: 

“The English Cotperative Company 
does the largest merchandising busi- 
ness in the world by nearly two to 
one. Its annual business amounts to 
les, making its own goods, owns eev- 
eral steamships to carry its own goods, 
keeps thirty foreign resident buyers 
to do its buying for it. 

“The Scottish Wholesale Company 
does a similar business amounting to 
$30,000,000 per year. Each company 
manufactures its own boots and shoes, 
grinds its own flour, makes its own 
clothes, cloth, furniture, soap, crack - 
ers, preserves, candies, et cetera. 
The English company has recently de- 
cided to purchase land in India on 
which to raise its own tea. These 
wholesales are owned and managed by 
the retail stores and factories organ- 
ized on the purely coperative, plan. 
Of these societies there are 1700 in 
England and Scotland with a mem- 
bership of 1,800,000, and they sustain a 
population of nearly ten million peo- 
ple. Some stores have as many as 
50,000 members, and many of them do 
business of from nearly $4,000,000 to 
$7,000,000 a year. They are all started 
by the plain working people, though 
no one is excluded. They started with 
small capital and a small membership. 
By ¢conomy in expenditures and sav- 
ing the profits they have grown to 
such dimensions. 

“In continental Europe the system 
is not as old as in Great Britain, but 
it is developing rapidly. Denmark has 
a larger cobperative business than any 
other country. There are about one 
thousand stores and nearly as many 
farmers’ asociations, such as cream- 
eries, pork and egg packeries, ete. In 
Ireland the creamery and bacon busi- 
ness has developed so largely in the 
last few years as to promise a revolu- 
tion in Irish farming. In Switzerland, 
Italy, Germany and Austria the sys- 
tem has taken a firm foothold, In 
Germany and Austria there are many 
smali codperative banks that have been 
uniformly successful, much to the sur- 
prise of financiers, 

“I have been recently Investigating 
the number of cotperative associations 
in the United States, and have found 
that there are about one thousand, 
two-thirds of which are 8 
grain and fruit associations. Galt 
among the latter is the — . = 
fornia Citrus Fruit Exc ;

Cigarette ption Lessening. 

The statement issued by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, of the quantities of 
commodities upon which taxes were 
paid during the fiscal year lately closed 
shows some curious variations in the 
consumption of the articles from which 
the greater part of the internal reve- 
nue is derived, says the New York 
Journal of Commerce. The following 
table shows the quantities withdrawn 
for consumption in three years, sep- 
arated by five-year intervals. The 
first and last were years of extreme 
prosperity; the middle year was one 
of very great depression, small or no 
profits, reduced wages and a good deal 
of idleness, though the very worst point 
in the depression had been passed.

In five years the increase in spir- 
its has been more than 50 per cent., but 
in 1897 there had been a great decline 
since five years earlier. In ten years 
the increase has been only a little 
over 11 per cent., while population has 
increased more than 20 per cent. Beer 
increased during the depression, and 
the increase in ten years has been more 
than 40 per cent. The increase in the 
consumption of cigars has been 50 per 
cent. In five years, and about one- 
third in ten years, which is a good 
deal above the rate of increase of 
ulation, and may be attributed to 
increase of prosperity and a freer 
dulgence in luxuries, 

When the consumption of cigars was 
falling off that of cigarettes was in- 
creasing. With a large increase in the 
consumption of cigars the consump- 
tion of.cigarettes has fallen even low- 
er than it was ten years ago.

~~ California two new mines have 
been added to the list of producers, the 
Karl mine and the Libertad mine, both 
in San Luis Obispo county. The larg- 
est producers were the New Idria, in 
San Benito county; the Napa Consol- 
idated, in Napa County, and the New 
Almaden, in Santa Clara county, the 
production of these —— about equal. 

California has nearly all of 
the quicksilver tained in the United 
States, and in the fifty-two years since 
1850, inclusive, the one total of Ca- 
ifornia’s production has amounted to 
2,884,019 flasks, of 75% pounds net, an 
average of 36,231 flasks a year. Of 
this great amount, one mine, the New 
Almaden, has produced a little over 50 


per cent, 

The 3 and smelting of quicksil- 
ver ore in Texas are being developed 
at Terlingua. Brewster county, where 
pockets of cinnabar ore are found, the 
ore being mined from open cuts. 

The imports of quicksilver into the 
“United States amounted to 1441 pounds | 
in 1991, as compared with 2616 pounds 
in 1900. The exports of quicksilver in 
1901 amounted to 111,219 flasks, valued 
at $475,609, as against 10,172 flasks val- 
ued at $425,812 in 1900, and against 
16.517 flasks, valued at $609,586 in 1899. 

For the years 1898, 1899 and 1900 the 
world’s production of 
amounted respectively to metric 
tons, 3521. tons Sand 3152 tons. The 
United States and Spain were the larg- 
est producers, their outputs being re- 
spectively for the year 1888, 1079 tons 
and 1691 tons: for the year 1899, 1057 
tons and 1361 tons. and for the year 
1900, 983 tons and 1095 tons. 

GROWTH OF RAILROADS. 
America is Far in the Lead. 

The passing of the 200,000-mile mark 
in the construction of American rall- 
ways would seem to justify more than 
ordinary notice, and might well serve 
to call attention to the spirit of Amer- 
ican enterprise which has within eighty 
years achieved such a mighty result. 
In 1822 the first charter was obtained 
for a railroad. It was for a line from 
Philadelphia to a point on the Sus- 
quehanna River, but which was never 
built. On the announcement of the 
project some one asked one of the 
newspapers “What ts a railroad, any- 
how?” and the editor was forced to 
reply that he did not know, but that 
“perhaps some other correspondent can 
tell. Seventy-four years ago, on the 
Fourth of July, work was started on 
what is now a part of the New York 
Central, and it is only fifty-one years 
since this same railroad reached Lake 
Erie. At the close of the war there 
were only about 32,000 miles, so that it 
appears that more than five times as 
much railroad has been constructed 
Wuring the Jast half of this period of 
geventy-four years than was built dur- 
ing the first half. 

Reliable figures in relation of for- 
eign roads are not easily obtalve bie, 
but from such records as are at hfnd 
it will be seen that the United States 
has far outstripped all other countries. 
The total mileage of Europe is only 
about 175,000 miles, which is less than 
that of the United States. Ot this 
Germany has about 32,000; Russia 29,- 
000; France, 27,000; Austria, 23.000, and 
Great Britain and Ireland, 22,000. The 
approximate res for the world’s 
railroads is about 600,000 miles, of 
‘which the United States contributes 
about two-fifths. 

No stronger commentary upon the 
enterprise and energy of the people 
of this country could be conceived 
than is given in the above figures. This 
is a new country. Until comparative- 
ly recent years money was scarce, and 
foreign capital was necessary to the 
accomplishment of any large undertak- 
ing. The population of the United 
States as compared with Europe was 
meager, and yet America has assumed 
the first place in the record of rail- 
way construction. This also explains 
the wonderful development in all 
branches of commercial activity and 
which has been the marve! of all famil- 
lar with the growth of commerce. The 
transportation facilities afforded by 
the railroads of the United States are 
far in advance in both character and 
capacity, of those of any country of 
the world, and so long as history is 
read will this record stand in confirma- 
tion of the Baconian statement: “There 
be three things which make a coun- 
try great; a fertile soll, busy work- 
shops and easy transportation of per- 
sons and property from place to place.” 

While it may be too much to expect 
that the record of the next fifty years 
may show an increase in the rate of 
railroad building, it is practically cer- 
tain that the character of the construc- 
tion and the improved facilities afforded 
will contribute the means to an even 
greater progress than has as yet been 
seen. Until now we have been chiefly 
engaged in providing means of com- 
munication; we are yet to learn the 
extent to which these highways can be 
employed. Heretofore it has been a 
question of statute miles: hereafter it 
will be ton-miles. That Is to say, we 
have been projecting railroads in ev- 
ery direction to reach as far as possi- 
ble; we are now seeking to utilize these 
railroads to transport the maximum 
of tonnage at the minimum of expense. 
The problem of the last century was 
how to build roads—that of the present 
is how to use them. and to this prob- 
lem the best minds of the country are 
addressing themselves—[Rallway and 
Engi Review. 


TIN STATISTICS.

This is entirely in accordance with 
the views of a great majority of the 
intelligent public who have given 
thought to the subject of education. 
It is commonly believed among the 
people—and the belief is certainly to a 
great extent justified by the facte— 
that of late years our system of educa-_ 
tion has been growing somewhat top- 
heavy. It is the belief of many that 
the free education furnished to the 
young in the United States should be 
strictly confined to the rudiments of 
learning, and to simple moral and 
physical instruction, leaving the more 
advanced studies to be provided by 
private enterprise. The main object of 
school education is, after all, to teach 
the child how to learn. If he has 
adaptation or desire for any particular 
branch of knowledge, he will pursue 
it after he leaves school, and if he has 
no such desire or talent, he will quickly 
forget what he has learned in school 
soon after he goes out into the world. 
In giancing over the list of men who 
have made their mark in this country, 
you will find that only a very small 
percentage of them have been crammed 
with information in school or college— 
and in saying this, we do not merely 
include those who have acquired 
wealth, but all who have distinguished 
themselves in the various branches of 
human activity. The chief alm of the 
intelligent educator should be to potnt 
out to his charges the right road, and 
to endeavor to induce them to follow it, 
The convention further expressed 
the belief that the time has eme for 
the recognition of the great importance 
of the educational interests of the 
country in the conducting of State af- 
fairs by the organization of a depart- 
ment of education, as an independent 
section of the government, taking 
equal rank with other departments. 
There is doubtless something to be sald 
in_favor of such a step, but, on the 
other hand, there is the danger of 
making the Cabinet too unwieldy. Al- 
ready there is a suggestion for a De- 
partment of Mines and a Department 
of merce. Should we go on adding 
secretaries at this te, the Cabinet 
would soon have to hire a hall for irs: 
gatherings. In Great Britain the same 
difficulty has been encountered, and it 
is announced that one of the first acts 
of the new ministry will be to reduce 
the number of Cabinet officers. It 
really matters little whether you call 
it a “bureau of education” or a “de- 
partment of education,“ so long as the 
work is well and thoroughly and hon- 
estly done. 


ROBLEMS OF DIPLOMACY. om 

The Times has more than once re- 
ferred to the pressing need of reform 
and improvement in the diplomatic and 
consular service of the United States. 
These two branches of the nation’s for- 
eign representation, although nom- 
inally distinct, are so closely allied in 
their functions as to place them prac- 
tically in the same official category. 
This alliance of functions exists espe- 
clally in respect to our international 
commerce. While the duty of looking 
after our commercial interests abroad 
is primarily and essentially that of. 
our consuls, our ambassadors and min- 
isters are by no means free from re- 
sponsibility in relation to these Inter- 
ests. In fact, the gravest and great- 
est problems of this sort are often sub- 
ject to solution by them. 

The recent wonderful expansion of 
American comercial interests conse- 
quent upon the war with Spain has 
vastly increased the impertance of 
having men to represent this govern- 
ment a 4 who are competent to 
meet the skillful, trained representa- 
tives of the nations of the Old World 
in the discussion of commercial and 
other problems. This fact ‘has led a 
writer in the New York Tintes to dwell 
upon the great responsibilities that 
will fall on the ambassadörs who shall 
succeed to the vacancies soon to ex- 
ist because of the resignation of the 
representatives of this country at the 
courts of Berlin and St. Petersburg. 
The United States has been very for- 
tunate in being represented at those 
capitals by such able men. Hon. An- 
drew D. White, at Berlin, has been an 
especially valuable representative. His 
profound scholarship has commanded 
the respect of the leaders of thought 
in Germany, and his thorough knowl. | 
edge of international! law. his long res- 
idence in Germany, his familiarity 
with the German language, German 
history and German institutions, and 
his acquaintance with German states- 
men, combined with his loyal Ameri- 
canism, have enabled him to effect an 
amicable adjustment of conditions. 
which, at times, prould have caused 
friction between the two nations it 
handled by one less competent.

The fact of success in 
either case does not prove, however, 
that the Yankee would not be still 
more efficient if trained. 

There is pertinence in the fact—to 
which the writer in the New York 
Times referred to calls attention—that 
the expansion of American interests 
will give rise to new and greater prob- 
lems in the relationship between this 
country and other nations. As he says, 
the pending questions between Ger- 
many and the United States are 
largely of a commercial character, 
That country is not at present seeking 
new territory, but it fs ooking for 
greater markets. The acquisition of 
the Philippines by the United States 
has brought under the control of this 
country trade amounting to about $60,- 
000,000 per annum. This trade is 
largely the result of German enter- 
prise, and German interests there are 
still large. These facts make i 
highly important that the next Am- 
bassador to Germany be a man espe- 
clally competent to deal with commer- 
cial problems. 

The importance of the appoiptment 
to St. Petersburg is scarcely less than 
of that to Berlin. The problems to be 
solved there will, however, be of 4 
different character. While trade con- 
siderations will form a part of the 
problems to be met, the territorial ag- 
gression of Russia in the Far East will 
create far greater part of the ques- 
tions which are likely to come up for 
settlement through the court at St. 
Petersburg. | 

The writer above referred to says, 
very truthfully: 

“With the United States the owner 
of a group of islands of great strategic 
importance in relation to the Asiatic 
coast, Russia must decide between 
affiliating with this country as an ally 
or the ibility of having to meet it 
as a foe.) The decision in this case 
will depend largely upon the conditions 
which determine the commercial rela- 
tions of the two countries, and the ex- 
tent ef such relations. The nature 
of those relations form now, and will 
constitute for some time to come, the 
basis of mary and intricate questions 
between the two governments, 

“The fundamental question is not, 
however, one of rivairy in the markets 
of the world, but rather that of the 
terms on which Russia may be freely 
opened to American manufacturers, in- 
volving necessarily the advantages to 
Russia that the United States can of- 
fer in return. As in the case of Ger- 
many, therefore, the diplomatic rela- 
tions of Russia and the United States 
are to be concerned with matters of 
commerce find facilities for trade.” 


HE PROPOSED PARCELS POST. 


We referred, a short time ago, to 
suggested reforms in the postal service 
ef the United States which were em- 
bodied in a bill introduced in the last 
Congress. One of the principal of these 
suggested reforms was the introduction 
of the parcels-post system, similar to 
these which are now found in most 
of the civilized countries of the world, 
and are, indeed, in foree between the 
United States and 4 number of for- 
eign countries. The proposition, as 
outlined in the bill referred to, un- 
volves the carrying of parcels by the 
United States postoffice up to a weight 
of a hundred pounds, or more, at very 
low rates, a parcel of four pounds be- 


Such a system would involve an 
enormous amount of extra work upon 
the Postoffice Department, which al- 
ready has its hands pretty full. This, 
however, is not the chief objection to 
the plan. It is urged by smal! deal- 
ers and manufacturers that such an 
arrangement as this would practically 
drive them out of business. Already 
they havé to meet with keen competi- 
tion from the big department stores 
of New York, Chicago and other cit- 
jes. Should the United States go into 
the business of carrying large parcels 
across the continent, at a nominal 
cost, it is a seif-evident proposition 
that many of the smaller dealers out 
West, where wages and other neces- 
saries are higher, would have to shut 
up shop, as they could not pessibly 
compete with these big concerns, in

This phase of the question should be 
carefully taken Mito consideration be- 
fore such a radical change in the pos- 
tal service is made.

for small parcels would be of great 


convenience to the general public, but 
it is questionable whether the carry- 
ing of large packages of merchandise 
from one end of the country to the 
other, at less than the cost of trans- 
portation, would not do more damage, 
in the way of interfering with pres- 
ent trade conditiens, than it would 
benefit the people at large. No city 
can possibly make a healthy growih 
when its citizens buy most of their 
supplies from outsiders.

BRUSQUE MANNERS AFFECTED BY SOME 
MEN NATURAL SAVAGERY. 
COURTESIES TO FAIR SEX-OTHERS’ 
LETTERS SACRED—AVOID INQUISITIVE- 
NESS-—RESPECT YOUR OWN FAMILY.

“Politeness d to do and «ay 
The kindest thing in the kindest war“ 

Ars the old rhyme. If the converse 

be true and the speech and act that 

are not kind constitute a rudeness 
many s are guilty of a serious 
breach of manners. 

Why one should be rude or imperti- 
nent is cause for wonder. The plea of- 
fered by the charitable obeerver that 
the offender against the laws of polite- 
ness “does not know better“ is at best 
a lame excuse. It is his business to 
know better. He may not be acquainted 
with the rules of etiquette, and for 
that there are many excuses to be 
made. His surroundings may have been 
such that he has not had an opportun- 
ity to study the laws that govern 
what is called “society” or to mingle 
with people of fashion at the various 
funations which they frequent. But each 
mast has enough imagination to put 
himself. in the place of the person with 
whom he comes in contact, and thus 
make himself capable of judging fairly 
and of treating otfiers according to that 
judgment. 

NATURAL MAN NEEDS CULTURE. 

Seeing the prevalence of rudeness in 
human intercourse, one is forced to 
believe that the natural man is a cross- 
grained brute. That breeding and cul- 
ture often convert him into a creature 
of gentieness and refinement speaks 
8 for the powers of that influ- 

. The average man seems to 

—— delight in occasionally . giv- 
ing vent to brutal or cutting speech. 
Thus to give way to a primal and sav- 
age instinct is but to prove that breed- 
ing refinement are lacking. 

Do we ever pause to think of the 
rudeness of some of those with whom 
we come in contact and wonder why 


we submit to it? There are certain bus- 
tness men who during office hours mee. 


one with a brusque manner that woula 
not be pardoned in a petty tradesman. 
If we visit them on their own busines 
—not as intruders—it is the same. They 


seem to feel that a certain disagree-. 


able humor is an indispensable accom- 


paniment to the occasion. Yet such in- 
solence is usually taken as a matter ot 
course. 


BOORISH PHYSICIANS. 

Not long ago g New York paper quoted 
the sentimentsofa well-known physician 
with regard to the manner of the aver- 
age medical practitioner, deploring 
the fact that many physicians affect 
or cultivate a brusque manner. The ar- 
ticle set many people thinking, ana 
also brought to many an appreciation 
of the fact that they had often sub- 
mitted to rude speech and boorish man- 
ners from the family physician. Too 
often the physician who is not a gentie- 
man at heart trades upon the fact that 
his patients regard him as a necessity 
and is as disagreeable as his tem- 
per at the moment demands that he 
shall be. He intimates that he is so 
busy that he has scarcely time to give 
his advice: that the person he at- 
tends had no business to get ill, and, in 
fact, makes himself generally so dis- 

ble that it is to be wondered at 
that the sufferer ever calls in this man 
One sometimes thinks that 
sick people and physicians might be 
classed as patients and “impatients.”. 

“I shall not go to Dr. —— again,” 
said a business man the other day. 1 
do not call upon him as an object of 
charity. I pay him for what he gives 
me in the way of skill and medicine. 1 
talk to him as one gentieman should 
talk to another. If he is too much of a 
boor to treat me civilly I will go to a 
man who ts not. It is a matter of bus- 
mess, not sentiment. I know he is skill- 
ful. I also know that I do not will- 
ingly put myself in the hands of a 
surly brute.” 

SAUVITY OF OTHERS. 

To the credit of physicians it must be 
said that it is not those who have had 
the largest experience, those who stand 
at the head of the profession, who de- 
serve to come under the above con- 
demnation. The men to whom the world 
looks for advice in matters pertaining 


to their profession are often the 
gentiest and most patient. One 
man whose reputation is well 
known throughout the country, 

cal skill is excelled by 
none, s in his office the common- 


place, uninteresting patient with the 
same deference with which he would 
greet the President of the United 
States. Seated opposite the nervous, 
timid woman, he gently encourages her 
to talk of herself, of her pains, untfl 
she actually finds herself telling him 
how much frightened she is and con- 
fessing her secret and cruel dread of 
the surgeon's knife. The fact that his 
outer office is full of other patients 


awaiting their turn does not make him 


cross or brusque with the person whose 
case is to her of supreme interest. Bach 
patient has come to him for his opin- 
ion and counsel; to each he gently and 
thoughtfully gives which is sought. 
Such strength and courage as come 
from such a physician cannot be paid 
for in cold, hard money. 


AVOID INQUISITIVENESS. 


Perhaps the breach of good manners 
which is most common is the asking of 
questions. One is aghast at the en- 
dence of impertinent curiosity which 
parades under the guise of friendly in- 
terest. Questions as to the amount of 
one's income, one's age and general 
conditi are legion. 1 who 
writes—DBe he a well-known author or 
a penny-a-liner—knows only too well 
the query, “What are you writing 
now?” and knows, too, the feeling of 
impotent rage @#wakened by this ques- 
tion. Yet, unléss one would be as rude 
as his questioner, he must smile inanely 
and make some evasive answer. 

To make no interrogations does not, 
of necessity, mean a lack of interest in 
the person with whom one is convers- 
ing. A polite and sympathetic atten- 
tion will show a more genuine and ap- 
preciative interest than will much in- 
quisitiveness. 

CULTIVATE ATTENTION. 

While we are on the subject, it may 
be well to mention that a lack of in- 
terest in what is being told one is a 
breach of courtesy that is all too com- 
mon. How often do we seek a man or 
a, woman deliberately open a book or 
paper and glance over it while his “vis- 
a-vis“ is in the midst of a story he 
means to make interesting. If it is in- 
teresting it deserves attention: if it is 
not the listener should, at least, respect 
the speaker's intention to please. There 
is nothing more dampening to conver- 
sational enthusiasm and squelching to 
eloquence than to find the eyes of the 
person to whom one is talking fixed an 
a book or magazine, which he declares 
he is “simply looking over,“ or at whose 
pictures he declares he is “only glanc- 
ing.

ASSOCIATED PRODUCERS BEATEN 
‘BY STANDARD COMPANY.

General Manager Porter Orders Cessa- 
tion of Operations, Which Indicates 
Failure to Float Bonds for Five- Mil. 
lion-dollar Pipe Line. 


CORN OF THE TIMES 

BAKBPRSFIELD., Aug. 17.—Acting 
under instructions telegraphed from 
New York by W. 8. Porter, the Asso- 
ciated Of! Company has laid off the 
greater number of its drilling crews 
and as soon as the three wells now 
being sunk are finished the men at 
work upon them will also be dismissed. 
A total of thirty workers departed 
from the Kern River field last night 
and within a few days the number 
will he increased by those engaged in 
the operations it is at present impos- 
sible to stop. No reason as yet has 
been assigned for the sudden course 
taken by the Associated, but the fact 
that General Manager Porter directed 
the move is taken to be a setback for 
the combine. : 

Porter recently left for the money 
center with the object in view of 
floating bonds to the extent of §$5,- 
000,000 for the purpose of investment in 
a pipe line to tide water, at San Luis 
Obispo, the company realizing that un- 
less it became possessed of its own 
means of transporting its product to 
the sea, it would be forced out of the 
race for control of the market, as 
soon as the Standard had completed 
its line to Point Richmond. The Stand- 
ard is the great competitor of the As- 
sociated and it will soon be in a po- 
sition to get its oll to market by its 
line at a cost not exceeding 7 cents 
per barrel, while the combine, depend- 
ing upon the railroads, will be com- 
pelled to pay 288, a disadvantage that 
would mean death to it. 

It was this impending condition that 
impelled the seeking of cash in New 
York. The result of Porter's visit has 
not been stated, but the new order to 
discontinue developments is taken to 
mean that he has been unsuccessful, 
In fact, it is believed here that it can 
have no other meaning, and that the 
end will be a cessation of the war that 
has been on between the big concern 
and the giant monopoly.

CONCLAVE ENDS 
| AT SANTA MONICA. 


“DIVORCE AND REMARRIAGE” DIS- 
CUSSED BY PROF. M’GARVEY. 


Discourse on the Question |: 


Interesting 

That Has Agitated the Churches of 
Christ by a Biblical Authority—Pio- 
peers in the Work in Attendance. 


SANTA MONICA, Aug. 17.-—A large 
crowd. gathered at the Auditorium to- 
day for the last day's tels on of the 
convention of the Churches of Christ 
of Southern Calliornia, which has been 
in session during the past ten days. 
Proi. J. W. McGarvey, president um 
the College of the Bible at Lexington, 
Ky., delivered the sermon of the clos- 
ing day, taking for his theme “Why 
Did Jesus Pray? At the request of the 
Executive Committee of the convention 
Prof. McGarvey last nigat delivered 
a discourse on Divorce and Re-mar- 
riage,” which subject, on account o. 
the well-known Douthwaite case, has 
greatly agitated the Christian Churcs 
in Southern California. 18 
Prot. McGarvey began by alluding to 
the large number of causes named in 
the statutes of California for which the 
courts are permitted to issue decrees of 
divorce, saying he had been told tha. 
there-are thirty-one of these. Such lax- 
ity in legislation, he argued, unavoid- 
ably leads to an increase in the number 
of divorces, because many people form 
their opinien of what is right by what 
the statute law allows, rather than 


by what is prescribed in the law of 
God. He held that such legislation is: 
rebellion against the King of Kings ana 

the Lord of rds. 


He began his scripture exposition of 
the subject by quoti from the ser- 
mon on the Mount these words of Jesus: 
„Every one that putteth away his wife, 
saving for the cause of f ation, 
maketh her an adulteress, and whoso- 
ever shall marry her when she is put 
away committeth aduitery.” He argued 
that, inasmuch as no distinction is made 
in the matters of morals between men 
and women, if the man ‘who marries 
the woman thus improperly put away 
commits adultery, so does the woman 
who shall marry the man who thus puts 
her away. 

But this conclusion which is reached 
by inference from this passage, sai 
the speaker, is expressly affirmei by 
Christ in a later passage, Matthew 
xix, 9, where He says: Whose ver 
shall put away his wife, except for for- 
nication, end shall marry another, com- 
mitteth adultery.” But if he commits 
adultery by marrying her she does the 
same by marrying him. 

The speaker next toek the teaching 
of the Apostie Paul in answer to an 
inquiry from the church of Corinth as 
to the bearing of this law on cases in 
which one of the parties to a marriage 
was an unbeliever, or a heathen. Pau 
began his answer by reaffirming the 
teaching of his Master, saying: “Unto 
the married I give charge, yet not 1. 
but the Lord. that the wife depart not 
from her husband (but and tf she de- 
part, let her remain unmarried, or else 
be recunciled to her husband;) and that 
the husband leave not his wife.“ And he 
adds, “Yet, if the unbeliever depart, 
let him depart; the brother or sister 
is not under bondege in such cases.” 
From this last remark some have in- 
ferred that the brother or sister in guen 
cases may marry again; but this infer- 
ence is preciuded by the preceding 
words: “If she depart, ler her remain 
unmarried or be reconciled to her hus- 
band.” In no case does Paul consent to 
a marriage after such a separation ana 
to suppose that he does is to place him 
in direct opposition to his Lord ana 
Master. 

The speaker next raised the question 
as to the duty of the church and the 
preacher toward persons who violate 
this law of Christ. He first cited the 
statement of Faul. I Corinthians, vi. v. 
10, that neither fornica‘ors. nor - 
ters, nor adculterere eha!! the 
kingdom of God, and a corresponding 
parsage in the fifth chapter of the same 
epistie in which the church was com- 
manded to deliver over to Satan a 
member who had contracted a forbid- 
den marriage, and in which the apos- 
tle says: “TI write unto you not to keep 
company, if any man that is named a 
brother by a fornica&tor, or covetous, 
or an idolator, or «a drunkard’, or an 
extortioner, with such A one, no, not 
to eat. Put away the wicked man from 
among yourselver.”” As to the duty or 
preachers, the epeaker held up the ex- 
ample of John the Baptist, who re- 
buked Hered for an adulterous mar- 
ringe with hie brother's wife, and for 
Going so lost his head. Herod, as a: 
officer of the Roman Empire. was under 
no law against the act, yet John hela 
God's law to be supreme, and pecame 
a martyr to its enforcement. The 
her who ttacks this in- 
iquity in the present state of things 
here may offend persons in positions 
of power, or pertons in the church, or 
even personal frienda whom Satan has 
bound with this chain: but it he is no 
a coward, if he has the boldness ana 
eonscienee of John, he will encex with 
no uncertain cound, let it offend or en- 
rage whom it will, He must do this tn 
order to guard the purity of the cnurch, 
and most of! to instruct the rising 
generation and prevent them trom be- 
ing entangled in the meches of this sin 
from which they wil! rcarcely he. acliv- 
ered. In conclusion, the endéaker rala 
all bonor to the Roman Catholic 
Church, which alone of all the great 
churches of our day. maintains, with | 
few exceptions, the divine law on this 
subject.

SAYS CORPSE 
WORE A MASK. 


Another Mystery in the 
Hollywood Hills. 
Ghastly Discovery Made 
by a Merchant. 


—ͤ — 


Body of Unknown Man Found 
Near the Road on North 
Vermont Avenue. 


The chain of hille which skirt the 
Hollywood Valley on the north and 
lie between it and the mountains has 
produced another mystery. It is the 
scene of a new one similar in many 
respects to the surprising number 
which have originated in that locality 
during the past several years. If the 
cafions there-eahld 
would relate stories of bloodshed, of 
murders and of suicides around a num- 
ber of which are clouds of mystery 
which the authorities have never been 
able to penetrate or dispel. 

The case discovered yesterday may 
be cleared when the official investiga- 
tion of it is made today. 

While on a Sunday outing with the 
members of his family, J. F. Allen, a 


chant, whose home is at No. 646 South 
Hill street, this city, discovered the 
body of a man lying near the road. 
Mr. Allen had driven to the head of 
the extension of Vermont avenue 
northward and stopped at the base of 
the steep hill just where the road leads 
into the pass through the mountains. 
Leaving his.family near the carriage 
he began walking about the place, and 
within one hundred yards came upon 
the body. The discovery startied him 
and he approached the corpse, but the 
‘body was so badly decomposed that 
the stenclt was too great for him to 
stand, and he contented himself with 
making a long-range inspection of it. 
He got within fifteen feet of the re- 
mains, hoping to get a definite de- 
scription of the features. 1 

Then he discovered that the face of 
thb dead man was covered with what 
appeared to be a black mask. 

“It was impossible for me to 4 
proach nearer the body,” said 
Allen last night, “because of the stench, 
which was most sickening. I was 
startled and the discovery, of 
made me a trifie nervous. The ap- 
parent mask on the face made the mat- 
ter all the more mysterious, and in- 
asmuch as I could do nothing I aid 
not endeavor to approach nearer, for 
I had no desire to be sick. The body 
was lying flat on its back with the 
arms rae I~ and head thrown back. 
At first I thought it was the body 
of a colored man, but I noticed that 
the hands were ‘light in color, and 
I now believe that it was a white man. 
The clothing was black and appeared 
to be of good quality. an feet were 
large and were encased in a pair of 
heavy shoes which showed burt little 
signs of wear. There was no coat on 
the body, and I do not remember what 
kind of shirt was worn. I am satis- 
fied that the black cloth over the face 
was a mask and not simply a cloth 
thrown over the face, for I noticed 
holes in it like eyeholes. I did not 
approach closely enough to see whether 
there were any wounds, nor did I see 
any weapons. I could not even guess 
how long the body had been tere: 
but its condition was such that the 
man must have been dead many days. 
I did not remain there long, but hur- 
ried back to the city and notified first 
the police and then the Coroner.” 

Inasmuch as the place where the 
body was found is autside the 
city and the police have no jurisdic- 
tion, no officers were sent out last night. 
It was almost dark when the Coroner 
was notified, and he stated that owing 


to the remoteness’ of the place it 
would be next to im ble for him 
to find the body at night, and he there- 


fore decided to wait until this morn- 
ing before visiting the spot. He ad- 
vanced the theory that Mr. Allen may 
have been mistaken in yo the 
face covered with a mask, because if 
the body had been there long and ex- 
to the direct rays of the sun, 
the features might turn black from de- 
composition and exposure. 
This is the third mysterious case in 
that section of the county within the 


ner as to show hat it would have 
been impossible for him to have in- 
flicted the wounds himself. The body 
was identified as being that of a man. 
who had worked near Oxnard; but who 
killed him, or why he was killed, was 
never discovered. The authorities 


Prior to that, 
Pederson, a, native of Denmark, edu- 
cated,-an expert art decorator by pro- 
fession and possessed of considerable 
means, was found not far from where 
the body was discovered yesterday. He 
— * missing for weeks. The last 

him was when he left his 
— on North Broadway in compan 
with a painter. For months the de- 
tectives worked on the case. They be- 
came convinced that he had been mur- 
dered, but by whom and for what pur- 
pose they were never able to discover, 
nor could they ever locate the man 
with whom he was last seen. This 
case was the subject of Internationa! 
correspondence, the State Department 
at Washington having instituted an in- 
vestigation in Denmark to ascertain 
who Pederson's rejatives were. The 
estate has not yet been settled. 
Several years ago the body of a 
woman was found near the same local- 
ity. Nearby was a bottle of carbolic 
acid. The case was doubtless one of 
suicide, but the identity of the Wers 
was never discovered.
